This bible was used to swear in the véirgt Governor of
Wisconsin,Henry Dodge. Congressganized the &rritory
of Wisconsin on July 3, 1836, when Michigan became a state.
The following day John SHorner Secretary of the former
Michigan Territory, was sworn in as Secretary ofdfbnsin
Territory, and on that same Independence,B4grner used
this bible to administerthe oath of dfce to the newly
appointedGovernor ofWisconsin, Henry Dodge, at Mineral
Point. In the same ceremariyorner used this bible to swear
in threeof Wisconsins new Supreme Court judgesilNgm
C. Frasier David Irvin andCharles Dunn (fathen-law of the
first Governor of the State of ¥tonsin, Nelson Dewey).
This historic bible, published in 1829, marks the very
beginningof Wisconsins government.

Pursuantto Article IV, Section 28 of the Wconsin
Constitution,the Honorable Justice David Prosskrof the
WisconsinSupremeCourt administered the oath ofioé to
the members en masse.
